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NEW TRACK FOR THE WEST 

WORK BEGINS ON MODERN RACING PLANT 
NEAR SALT LAKE CITY. 

H. I. Wilson Prime Mover in Organization of Influen- 
tial Citizens of Utah Interested in Venture — Meet- 
ing of 40 Days Arranged to Begin May 30. 



Sail Lake City. Utah. April 3. — II. I. Wilson, pres- 
ident ami manager of tin* racing organizations that 
have made a signal success of racing at Butte and 
Anaconda. Mont, has organized a local racing asso- 
ciation under whose auspices a forty-days meeting 
will be given at a new mile track at Lagoon Park, 
distant a few miles from this City, beginning 
May 30 next. The work of constructing the new 
track began today and will be rushed to com- 
pletion by tin* time set for the o|K*ning. The 
Lagoon course will la* beautifully located on a 
tract of 100 acres just purchased by its pro- 
motors about half way between Salt Lake City and 
Ogden, and will be convenient of access from both 
of these places. The time required for the journey to 
the new track from the heart of Salt Lake City will 
b* but twenty minutes. 

The building of tin* Lagoon track will permit Mr. 
Wilson and his associates to ofTer horsemen an at- 
tractive and compact circuit of about ninety days of 
raciug on mile tracks in the iutcr-uiouutaiu region. 
The schedule of dates selected for the new course 
will conveniently precede those for Butte and Ana 
eoutla. soon to be officially announced. The stabling 
accommodations of the new course will consist of 
'00 stalls, and more if necessary. Pending their 
construction. Mr. Wilson lias made arrangements 
with the management of the Fair Grounds in this 
city to accommodate all horsemen who may wish to 
ship here at once. 

Simon Bamberger, former United States senator 
from Utah and at present president and general 
manager of the Salt Lake and Ogden Railroad, is 
financially interested in the new organization and 
will serve as its president. Associated with him. 
lies ides Mr. Wilson, arc some of the host known and 
influential citizens of Utah. Tin* total investment 
will be only $lOU.O<M). but the plant will 1m* amply 
adequate and strictly modern. Practically no grad- 
ing will la* necessary. Martin Xathauson. of Fhica- 
go. who tilts a similar |M>sition at the Montana meet- 
ings of which H. I. Wilson is manager, will serve 
the new association as presiding judge and handi- 
cap|s*r. Bichard Jlwyer lias been eugaged as starter. 
The hotting ring will In* an o|h*ii oiic. 

For tin* special a«*oonimodatiou of 1 torse men. the 
Oregon Short. Line will construct a short spur from 
its niaiu line to the new course so that horses 
shipped from distant points may be unloaded at 
1 lie track gates. 

Martin Xathanson. who lias been in Chicago since 
the close of tin* Oakland im*cting. with which he 
was officially connected as programmer, handicapper. 
clerk of the course and steward, will proceed to 
Salt Lake Pity shortly to take up the duties of his 
new position there. Mr. Xathauson announced yes- 
terday that dates hail l*een selected for tin* Montana 
inertings this season as follows: 

Butte -July 10 to August 22 (90 daysi. 

Anaconda — August Si to September 9 < 1 4 daysi. 

This, in conjunction with the new track at Salt 
Lake Pity, will provide M days of practically con- 
tinuous racing for the horsemen that may decide to 
patronize tin* circuit which plays an imjiortHiit part 
In western racing. The chances are that these 
meetings will be more generally patronized tlib 
year than ever before and that they will consequent 
ly Im» invested with greater importance than ever. 



DUST STORM MARS JUAREZ CLOSING. 

Round the World Scores an Exceedingly Easy Victo 
ry in the Second Running of the Juarez Derby. 



El Paso. Tex.. April 3. --The second running of 
111 ** Juarez Derby was provided yesterday by the 
management of the Jockey Club Juarez for the clos- 
ing of its second season of racing. Despite the a] 
pea ram v before race time of one of the disagre* 
able dust storms for which this region is noted, the 
throng attending was of goodly pro|Hirtiuns. Xu 
morns withdrawals from the Derby made that event 
a foregone conclusion for Round the World, which 
was made a prohibitive favorite. The race was 
hardly a contest. Round the World cantered in front 
foi the entire distance and was cased up throughout 
t ho final furlong. The success of three favorites 
gave the public an even break with the layers on 
the day.

Horsemen quartered here are shipping in various 
directions. The better class of horses will go to Ken 
lucky and the remainder to the inter-mountain see 
tion. where meetings will be given at Ogden. Den 
ver. Salt Lake Pity. Butte, Anaconda, Helena and 
other points.

DETAILS OF CASE IN WHICH DECISION IS 
GIVEN FAVORING RACING. 



Special Race, With Betting, Arranged Between Two 
Horses at Jamestown Track — Layers Arrested, 
but Speedily Discharged by Magistrate,

Norfolk. Ya.. April 3. — The tost ease to determine 
tin* status of lietting at the Jamestown course was 
made Saturday afternoon and resulted in an over- 
whelming victory for the racing promotors. A 
special race was arranged between Bend Over and 
First Aid. Fred Miller laid odds on both horses and 
after the finish paid off on the winner. Bend Over 
won easily. After he settled Miller and his clerks 
were arrested, taken before a magistrate and given 
an immediate bearing. The defendants were dis- 
charged on the ground that the law had not been 
violated. The defense was built up on the decision 
of t lie Supreme Court of New York, which decided 
in the case of the People vs. Orlando Jones and John 
Fallon in favor of the latter. 

When the bugler at the Jamestown track blows 
the “Assembly” and ‘‘Boots and Saddles” on April 
3 lie will usher in the opening race meeting of the 
year under sanction of the Jockey Club, the con- 
trolling turf body of the east. That the meeting 
will be a success is predicted by the hotel and busi- 
ness men of this section, who say they have had 
many applications for reservations from turfmen 
from all parts of tin* country. The horses will race 
here nineteen days l*efore moving on to Pimlico. 

There w ill Ik* no restrictions as to betting. Attor- 
ney General Williams has come to the conclusion 
tlisit the betting as conducted here last season d(*es 
not violate the anti-gambling laws of Virginia, 
which specify poolselling and bookmaking. Govern- 
or Mann lias been notified to this effect and tbo per- 
sonal betting will not be interfered with. There are 
now about 400 horses here. 

The races on the opening day of the spring meet- 
ing of tin* Jamestown Jockey Club will be run over 
a deep and heavy track. Heavy raiu set iu this 
morning and coutiuued all day and there is no ehauee 
under the most favorable conditions for the track to 
dry out for several days. This, of course, mean* 
that the mud runners will have a decides! advantage. 
Hundreds of race-goers reached Norfolk last night 
and today, no less than five special trains bringing 
the delegation from Jacksonville. Fla. About 1,300 
followers of racing came up from the Florida city 
to participate in the sport here and more are duo 
to arrive tomorrow, when a fifteen-car horse special 
will reach here. 

Three carloads of horses arrived today. The con- 
signment comprised the horses owned by P. S. I*. 
Randolph. James Rowe, W. A. Burttschell, Sam 
Louis, James McLaughlin. Jr., Capt. P. M. Walker 
and A. Simons. Iu the lot were I*ahore, Aspirin, 
Oakhurst, G. M. Miller, Monty Fox. Besom, Plato 
Glass and Racquet. 

Jockeys Eddie Dugan, Guy Burns aud Byrne also 
arrived. 

The outlook for a successful meeting 1 is particularly 
bright. There is no fear whatever of interference 
from the state authorities and tin* local business 
people are decidedly in favor of the meeting. 

There will be no telegraph wires on the grounds. 
This was given out today by the Western Union 
Telegraph management and tin* afternoon dailies 
will Ik* put to considerable inconvenience thereby. 

Starter Mars Cassidy is looked for tomorrow night. 
Hi* is on his way from Juarez. 

Stewards William P. Riggs and Frank J. Bryan 
will probably get here Wednesday morning, while 
Edward Fob*, who will act as presiding judge, is 
due tomorrow. Secretary Gerhardy lias been on thy 
ground for a week past. He reports that lie ha* 
more applications for stalls than he can accommo- 
date. 

Dave Woodford wired from Jacksonville this morn- 
ing that In* was sending on the big string owned 
by the Bcverwyek Stable. 

Tom Shaw. I. Ilaninicrslag. Rod McMahon, E. J. 
Callahan. Peter McGrath. William Beverly. John 
Lewis, George North. Jack Sturgis aud Joe Rose 
were among today’* arrivals. 

One of the feature attractions of the meeting will 
be the Steeplechase racing. Some of Hie best jump- 
ers iu tin* land will he here, including I in* strings of 
Silas Veitch. William and Woods Garth, Theodore 
Foies. W. S. DifTcndiTfTcr. David Dunlap, Folonel 
Israel Parr. Jr.. Duff Green. Henry Craven. Colonel

Little opposition lias l»een shown t<* 
the hills or to the amendment and Representative 
Walker, who introduced the pugilistic amendment, 
says that In* has been assured by a majority of the 
members that they will vote for both bills and for 
the amendment. The vote will come on Wednesday. 
If the bills are passed on second reading they will 
no longer Ik* subject to amendment., the vote on 
third leading usually being a inert* formality.

August Belmont is authority 
for the announcement that even in tin* event of the 
passage of the legislation looking to the wiping out 
of the so-called directors’ liability law. promised by 
Assemblyman Martin and Senator Brackett, of Sara- 
toga county, it will be impossible tor the race 
tracks of New Yolk to hold spring meetings. Mr. 
Belmont made this announcement in a. talk with 
newspa|K*r reporters at his office in Nassau street. 

"Ihe managers of the race tracks feel in duty 
bound to give a clear expression of their inten 
tions with resjiect to what they intend to do in the 
event that amendments proposed at Albany are en- 
acted into law.” lie said. *’We Could not, if \\c had 
the best of Jaws, gel ready to lace in a month's 
time, and there is a deal of uncertainty involved in 
legislative processes. Horsemen cannot afford to 
keep waiting for something they may not get. The 
horsemen must take their charges to places where 
they have at least a chance to earn their keep. And 
once they are scattered they cannot lx* reassembled 
iu a day or so.” 

Mr. Belmont said emphatically that neither the 
Jockey Ulub nor tin racing associations had anything 
to do with the measures proposed by Assemblyman 
Martin and Senator Brackett. What he knew of 
those measures he said came from the newspapers 
and the newspapers seemed to think that they were 
the result of practically a unanimous up State de- 
mand l’or remedial legislation. 

Mr. Belmont dictated tin* following statement con- 
cerning the matter: 

”1 have not examined the Martin bill as yet. Tim 
racing associations iiad nothing to do with its in- 
troduction. 1 understand that pressure for it eoums 
from t he state and county fair associations, whose 
managers and directors are likewise unwilling t<» 
expose themselves to either prosecution or persecu- 
tion under the present law's provisions. ” 

Ever since it was announced that the big tracks 
would uot apply for dales, because of the liability 
law. the up-State racing interests have come to re- 
alize that they are in the same boat. The reformers,, 
too. have made it plain that they intend to force 
the prosecution of fair directors in all parts of the 
state, and in smile cases county authorities have 
been warned that they must enforce the law. 

In other words, the liability law which has com- 
pelled the big race tracks to remain closed, has 
proved a boomerang among the farmers, who. ir is 
argued, did not come to the assistance of the Jockey 
(’tub when the sport of racing was first threatened 
in 1908. Thr* fanners never had an idea that their 
own interests would bo interfered with by adverse 
legislation, it is said, but they are now up in arms 
over the possibility that their state fairs will be 
ruined. 

A state fair without trotting, pacing or running 
raws is not a magnet for big crowds. With these 
attractions in past years some of the fairs have 
drawn as many as 25,000 persons each day. There 
is no attempt to deny that betting ha s ( gone on or 
that in future horses will Ik* backed just the same. 
The farmers know that racing without hotting cannot 
thrive and that the fairs without races it re coni- 
imrntively unattractive. That is the slogan up the 
state as set forth by Assemblyman Martin. 

In the event the legislation proposed by Assembly- 
man Martin is written into the laws of the state, it 
i> considered likely that racing will l*c lesuunsl at 
Saratoga in August with a meeting of thirty days 
or more. It would be an easy matter to get the 
Saratoga plant, which i< compact and less extensive 
than the plants at Sheepshead Bay and Gravesend, 
ready for racing, and the up state track has so long 
been" a late summer gathering -place for horses that 
no great difficulty would be found in assembling a 
sufficient number of horses of all ages to make up a 
series of first -class programs for Saratoga. 

It may be that racing will get further relief from 
court cases that are pending and in which decisions 
are expected during the summer. It Is confidently 
expected that the decisions will Is* favorable to the 
sport. 

Albany. N. V.. April 3. -In explaining the merits 
of his bill relieving the officers and directors of 
racing associations of responsibility for wagers made 
within their enclosures. Assemblyman William M. 
Martin of Saratoga says that tin* county fairs 
throughout the state of New York are in danger of 
lieing closed. 

Mr. Martin, in a statement, says that lie knows 
the bill affords refief to the Jockey Club's tracks, 
but he considers their welfare to be of secondary 
importance, lie declares that the farmers of Sara- 
toga county and all over the state are aroused by the 
fi*ct that directors of fsiir associations are resigning 
or are unwilling to run tin* risk of prosecution under 
the provisions of the liability law. Mr. Martin also 
states that citizens of Saratoga want the usual race 
meeting at tin* Springs, which has been abandoned 
for the present by President R. T. Wilson ami his 
associates in the management of the Saratoga track. 

The State Grange is lichind him. says the Saratoga 
Assemblyman, and so are nearly one hundred fair 
associations representing various interests. Until the 
liability law is amended or repealed Mr. Martin in- 
sists that every fair association in the state, in- 
cluding Syracuse, will la* forced to abandon races or 
suspend operations entirely. He argues that no citi- 
zen of repute would take a chance as a director of a 
fair association under the present law. for the reason 
to put up a job would lie an easy task. 

Dr. Miller, of the New York Civic League, has 
aroused the farmers throughout the state to action 
by his threat to see that the law is enforced at. the 
fair meetings, and the State Grange has taken the 
matter up. The grange is comimscd of all concerned 
in the farming Industry and has a tneniltcrshlp of 
over 200.006. with representatives in every county. 
The affiliation that exists among the members of th<‘ 
State Grange is powerful. Anything that smacks of 
injury to the farmer and breeder of any kind is 
immediately brought liefore the board and measures 
taken to intercept anything that is not beneficial to 
the members or the state. The farmers **an see by 
the elimination of the thoroughbred a falling market 
for their best hay and grain, as well as other prod- 
ucts.

NEWMARKET CRAVEN MEETING AT HAND. 



Over in England the week just ended was taken 
up with racing of minor im|>ortance at Warwick 
Derby aud Alexandra Park, but a meeting of higher 
standing will begin today with the opening of the 
Newmarket Craven meeting of three days. This is 
annually the first of the series of meetings at head- 
quarters ami is always expected to forecast some- 
thing concerning Two Thousand and Derby possibili- 
ties. Last year, for instance, Neil Gow made his 
first appearance as a two-year old in the Craven 
Stakes and by reason of easily defeating Whisk 
Bloom and Tressady at once became a firm favorite 
for the Two Thousand Guineas aud also the winner 
wlieu the day for the decision of that great raw 
arrived, defeating Lemberg by a head, with Whisk 
Broom a good third. 

These points of interest for Americans in the 
forthcoming Craven meeting in nominations of Amer- 
ican-bred and owned horses to several of the closed 
events to lie decided. The principal event of the 
first day is the Fifty-Second Newmarket Biennia! 
Stakes, for three year-olds, over the Rowley Mile. 
Mr. M’hituoy’s All Gold, which raced last as the 
Persitnmou — Dame d’Or colt, is in this and so are 
such good two-vear-olds of last year as Lord Derby’s 
Oliver Goldsmith. Lord Falmouth’s splendid filly. 
Alice, aud Sir A. Bailey’s Dark Simon. Charles 
Carroll’s chestnut filly, by Meddler — Ballautrac. and 
H. P. Whitney’s chest uut gelding, by Hamburg or 
Burgomaster — Monodour, and chestnut gelding, by 
Burgomaster — Urania, are in the Ashley Plato, for 
two-year-olds, which will Im* run at live furlongs the 
same dsy. The Column Produce Stakes, for tliroe- 
year-olds, at a mile, is the chief race of the second 
day. No American is in this, but the Derby candi- 
dates, Cyllius and St. Anton, are among its outrios. 
In the Granby Plate, for two-year-olds, at five fur- 
longs, are Charles Carroll’s Meddler — Gallant rae 
filly and Meddler — Reinn filly. II. I)e C. Forbes’ 
Hudson Lowe, by Meddler — Heartache and II. P. 
Whitney’s Hamburg-Eugenia Burch colt and Ham- 
burg or Burgomaster — Monadour gelding. Mr. J. R. 
Keene’s Ruunymcdc. Mr. Whitney’s Hardy burg and 
Pique Dame and Mr. M’inans’ The Spy are in the 
M’ood Ditton Stakes, for three-year-olds, at. a mile. 
The Fifty-first Newmarket Biennial and the Craven 
Stakes are the big raises of the third and last day. 
The Newmarket Biennial is at a mile and a half aiid 
has such g«M»d ones as M’inkipop, Decision, Willonvx 
and Sanctuary in its entries. Mr. Carroll’s Troubled 
M’aters and Lord Ellesmere’s Kensington are eligi- 
blcs. but have scant chance. The Craven Stakes is 
for throe-year-olds and Is run over the Rowley Mile 
Charles Carroll’s Night Rider and Crimson Rambler. 
L. M’aterbury’s Alster Cress and Mr. Whitney's 
Ilardylmrg and All Gobi are engaged, as also are 
such formidable opponents as Seafortli, Castelliuc, 
King William. Phryxus. Desmond— Cocking Bell 
colt, St. Girons. San Nicholas, Suustar and other 
cracks of hist year’s racing. Seafortli will probable 
make his 1911 debut in this race. 

Friday and Saturday, the last ' two days of the 
week, are devoted to the Newbury Spring meeting. 
The $.*,(KM> Greenham Stakes, for three-vear-oUls. at 
a mile, will be run Friday. St. Nat, generally held 
to be the best two-year-old of last rear, mav make 
liis first start in 1911 here. Seafortli. Sport v. 

Phryxus, Romeo. Irish King. M’rinkles and St. Anton 
are other good ones eligible to start. N.* Americans 
are engaged, but in the Rockhampton Two-Year-Old 
Plate, to be run the same day. Charles Carroll’s two 
Meddler fillies, previously referred to. and T. B. 
Joel’s bay filly, by Meddler — Sloe, and chestnut fillv 
l>y Meddler— Suistm. The Spring Maiden Stakes, to 
he run Saturday, is for three-year-olds, at a mile, 
and among its entries are A. Belmont’s Bel fry. 
Reid M’alker’s Adamite, Mr. Whitney’s Hardybnrg 
and Pique Dame aud L. M'inaus’ The Spy.

Pensacola, Fla.. April 3. — Arrivals from Jackson- 
ville thh? morning accounted for an improved at- 
tendance this afternoon at Kupfrian Park.

Locally then* is little or 
no interest in the sport, as a matter of fact far less 
than there was at former meetings.

It may Ik* possible that the recent Wa* 
agitation and the unfavorable attitude of the Jack 
sonville racing management bad much to do with 
bringing about the present disappointing situation. 

The racing this afternoon was only ordinary and 
was devoid of incident. All the victors scored in 
handy fashion. 

Rough riding was indulged in in some of the 
races and, in one instance, was directly responsible 
for the defeat of one of the contenders. This oc- 
curred when Okoloua was sharply impeded in the 
fourth and Orliu Ormonde was thereby enabled to 
land the purse. Okolorui whs much the best, and 
with clear sailing would have won. The claim of 
foul by her rider was not allowed as Ralph ou Melzar 
was held responsible for the interference. The of- 
fending rider was fined $50 by the judges. 

In the third race Pryor attempted rough ridiug on 
Lodostone and interfered with Dandy Dancer, the 
ultimate winner. He was suspended for live days.

Two carloads of horses arrived today from Jack 
sonville and coin postal the advance guard from that 
point. Three additional carloads will arrive to- 
morrow morning, according to report.

Pryor, McCloskey 
and C. Jackson were eaeli fined $25 by the starter 
for disobedience at the post. An elder brother of 
jockey Frank Jackson was seriously injured wliiie 
riding to the track in a strt*ct ear. the result of 
sinking a telegraph pole while leaning out of the 
hear. He was taken to a hospital and is reported to 
lx» in a critical condition. Jockey Jackson cancelled 
his engagements for the afternoon. 

Jockey Donovan, who was injured by a fall Satur- 
day. is progressing nicely. He has a fracture of tin- 
left arm above the elbow and a bail cut in tin* side, 
which will keep him out of the saddle for two 
months. 

Edward Corrigan, who will campaign his horses 
here, lias arrived and will remain for the rest of 
the meeting. 

Tho agitation begun at the eleventh hour against 
betting here inis effectively been squelched. The 
county attorney’s* opinion that • liookmaking was not 
in violation of the law caused a cessation of the 
hostility.
